The squad eonsistetl of 11 
nn*n who were plaeed in charge of 
Jim Dallas Slaek while making the 
trip, and wlio arrived in San An­ 
tonio on Thnrsilay morning where 
they reported for duty and will be 
in training. 
The board was forced to aban­ 
don the voluntf*er plan which they 
had previosuly agreed upon, be- 
cause the district board failed to 
pass nj)on but the first seventeen. 
This proved quite a disappoint­ 
ment to the lioys who had volun- 
be the first ten as they 
were ready and anxious to go. In 
fact some were mad because tliey 
were refused. 
These boys who arc now going 
into the army through the draft 
plan represent the v«*ry cream of 
American manhood, not only 
in 
Comanche but in the country as a 
w’hole, tliough it is particularly 
true in Comanche county. 
The 
boys who are now' going are the 
young men who have the very best 
positions and who only gave them 
up when they were forced to do 
so. Thy are accustomed to work 
and to make useful citizens and it 
is not to he doubted that they will 
make soldiers such as the world 
lias never before seen. 
These were Comanche’s first men 
to go, but from now' on it %vill not 
be an uneommon sight to see a 
crowd assembled at most any time 
to witness the (bqiarture of our 
boys for the training camps.

right 
hi re in our ow n county lying idle, 
that could ho sown to some crop, 
that might he themeans of saving 
our live stock as w’cll as a chance 
(d* making food for man. 
The small farim*r had better sow 
from two to five acres of wheat; 
even if you have to plant, say 20- 
inch row’s and cultivate a little 
by running a small sweep through 
it a few* times. This will help great­ 
ly to assure a better yield. 
It is 
better to take ehances in raising 
yoiir own bread and chicken feed 
in this way, than to take chances 
on buying it next year. Sow* about 
35 or 40 pounds per acre of good, 
clean seed wheat. 
Sow* dw’arf essex rape for your 
hog pasture on any good turnip 
land. Sow at the rate of about 6 
pounds per acre. 
Rape can also 
be sown for pasture in a mixture 
with the small grain crops.
